Inasmu ch as no one is ev er likely to hav e occa­ 
sion to go there, it does not make mu ch difference 
that down abou t 186 miles from the su rface of 
the earth it is ju st as hot now as it was when the 
globe began to cool off. Bu t that is one of those 
somewhat interesting if somewhat u seless con­ 
clu sions reached throu gh calcu lations of scien­ 
tists. Dr. L. H. Adams of Carnegie Institu tion’s 
geophy sical laboratory tells u s th at the heat of 
earth’s dense, semi-plastic iron core had been 
estimated at 5,432 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The age of the earth, as estimated by measu r­ 
ing the amou nt of the radio-activ e element 
u raniu m which has broken dowh to lead, was 
abou t 1,500,000,000 y ears, Dr. Adams said, while 
“from astronomical observ ations an u pper limit 
of 3,000,000,000 y ears is indicated.’’ 
Analy sis of data collected by the geologist, the 
phy sicist, the seismologist and the m athem ati­ 
cian makes possible dedu ctions on how tempera­ 
tu re v aries with depth. “Especially striking is the 
conclu sion that below abou t 186 miles the tem ­ 
peratu re is nearly the same as it was originally ; 
the greater part of the earth is now as hot as it 
was when solidification first took place,” the Car­ 
negie scientist asserted. 
It may interest u s to remember all that in those 
day s, now only a few months off, when the chill 
of zero winds gets into the marrow of ou r bones 
and we shiv er and shake only 186 miles from 
u nlimited heat. 


produ cing thou sands of different articles u sed in 
sport, hiking, hu nting, fishing, tou ming and the 
many other activ ities of v acationing. 
The magnitu de of these bu siness interests may 
be learned from a report issu ed by Sy racu se Uni­ 
v ersity which say s: “More than a billion dollars 
is spent annu ally in motor camping and trav el 
in forested areas.

Bu t nowaday s most people set apart certain 
regu lar time for play , and helping them to get 
the most fu n and recreation has grown to be a 
bu siness of immense proportions. A large and 
growing part of ou r territory is set aside for rec­ 
reational pu rposes.

If democracy needs testimonials, other than 
those inherent in itself, one su rely is to be fou nd 
in the present delicate situ ation of Eu rope, bal­ 
anced between war and peace.
